with this city than with any city under 
the sun, because here Socrates, and 
Plato, and Aristotle, and Demos- 
thenes, and Pericles, and Heroditus, 


and Pythagoras, and Xenophon, and 


Praxiteles wrote or chiseled, or taught 


or thundered or sung, yet in my mind 


all those men and their teachings were 


eclipsed by Paul and the gospel he 


preached in this city and your near-by 
city of Corinth. Yesterday, standing 
on the old tortress at Corinth, the Acro- 
Corinthus, out from the ruins at its 
base arose in my imagination the 
old city, just as Paul saw it. I have 
been told that for splendor the world 
beholds no such wonder today as that 
ancient Corinth standing on au 
isthmus washed by two seas, the one 
sea bringing the commerce of Europe, 
the other sea bringing the commerce 
of Asia. From her wharves, in the 
construction of which whole king- 
doms had been absorbed, war galleys 
with three banks of ours pushed out 
and confounded the navy-yards of al! 
the world. Huge handed machinery, 
such as modern invention cannot equal, 
lifted ships from the sea on one side 
and transported them on trucks across 
the isthmus and sat them down in the 
sea on the other side. The revenue 
officers of the city went down 
through the olive groves’ that 
lined the beach to collect a 
tariff from all nations. The mirth of 
all people sported in her Isthmian 
os. and the beauty of all lands sat. 
her theaters, walked her porticos and 
threw itself on the altar of her stupen- 
dous dissipationss Column, and statue, 
and temple bewildered the beholder. 
There were white marble fountains, 
— which, from apertures at the side, 
there gushed waters everywhere known 
ealth-giving qualities. Around 
— basins; twisted into wreaths of 
stone, there were all the beauties of 
sculpture and architecture; while 
standing, asif to guard the costly dis- 
play, was a statue of Hercules of bur- 
nissed Corinthian brass. Vases of 
terra cotta adorned the cemeteries of 
the dead—vases 80 238 that Julius 
Cesar was not 5 ed until he had 
captured them for Rome.

PAUL ADDRESSED HIGH INTELLI- 
GENCE. 

Oh, it was not to rustics who had 
never seen anything grand that Paul 
uttered one of my texts! They had 
heard the best music that had come 
from the best instruments in all the 
world; they had beard songs floating 
from morning porticos and melting in 
evening groves; they had passed their 
whole lives among pictures and sculp- 
ture and architecture and Corinthian 
brass, which had been molded and 
shaped until there was no chariot 
Fe bah in which it had not sped, and no 

wer in which it had not glittered, 
and no gateway that it had not 
adorned. Ah, it wasa bold thing for 
Paul to stand ‘there amid all that and 
say: All this is nothing. These sounds 
that come from the temple of Neptune 
are not music compared with the har- 
monies of which I speak. These waters 
rushing in the basin of the Pyrene are 
not pure. These statues of Bacchus 
and Mercury are not exquisite. Your 
citadel of Acro-Corinthus is not strong 
compared with that which I offer to 
the poorest slave that puts down his 
burden at that brazen gate. You 
Corinthians think this is a splendid 
city; you think you have heard all 
sweet sounds and seen all beautiful 
sights; but I tell you eye hath not seen 
nor ear heard, neither have entered into 
the heart of man, the things which 
God hath prepared for them that love 
him.“ Indeed, both my texts, the one 
spoken by Paul and the one written by 
Paul, show us that we have very im- 
perfect eyesight, and that our day of 
vision is yet to come; for now we see 
through a glass, durkly, but then face 
to face. So Paul takes the responsi- 
bility of saying that even the Bible is 
an indistinct mirror, and that its mis- 
sion shall be finally suspended. 
think there may be one Bible in heaven 
fastened to the throne. Just as now. 
in a museum, we have a lamp exhumed 
from Herculaneum or Nineveh, and 
we look at it with great interest and 
say: How poor a light it must have 
given, compared with our modern 
lamps.“ So I think that this Bible, 
which was a lamp to our feet in this 
world, may lie near the throne of God, 
exciting our .interest to all eternity by 
the contrast between its comparatively 
feeble light and the illumination of 
heaven. The Bible, now, is the scaf- 
folding to the rising temple, but when 
the building is done there will be no 
use for the scaffolding. The idea I 
shall develop today is, that in this 
world our knowledge is comparatively 
dim and unsatisfactory, but’ neverthe- 
less is introductory. to grander and 
more complete vision. This is emi-

Unkhown Horses—Why Some 
Clubs Are Hard to Run 

Club Attached for a Small 
Sum—A Los Angeles Man to 
Shoot Against an Eastern Man. 


The past week has not been a very 
(ively ene on this coast, as far as sport- 
ing events are concerned. The rains 
in San Francisco have interfered with 
the Blood Horse meeting. 

One of our Los Angeles bookmakers 
is at the Bay District track, and on 
the first day of the meeting, a couple 
of weeks ago, cleared over $800. If the 
weather permits, this week’s racing in 
San Francisco ought to prove very at- 
tractive. The local sporting fraternity 
are anxious to see them begin, as they 
prefer playing these races to the east- 
ern ones. They are more familiar with 
the horses, the odds are better and 
there is less crooked work than on east 
ern tracks. 

New Jersey is the liveliest State in 
the Union at the present for winter 
racing, and all the crack runners of 
the country are running within a few 
miles of each other, either at Dwyer 
Bros.’ new track at Elizabeth or at 
Clifton or Guttenberg, 21 miles away. 
The tracks at Clifton and Guttenburg 
are only three miles apart, and yet the 
have big crowds every day at eac 
track. It’s a pity California has not 
the same class of people. It is an open 
question just at the present among 
turf whether large stables 
are a profitable investment. 

In 1887 J. B. Haggin of California 
had 104 horses in his stables, mostly 
2-year-olds. The best horse in the lot 
was Fitz James, and he has hardly 
as himself to be a fairly decent 

orse. Mr. Haggin's great mare, 
Firenzi, has won more money for him 
than all his other horses combined. 
Dwyer Bros. also have a large number 


‘of horses in their stables, and yet 


nearly all of their winnings were won 
by two or three horses. ere is an 
oid German flagman named Workne, 
living in New Jersey, who paid $420 
for the 2-year-old clare, and yet 
Reclare has beaten all Dwyer’s 2-year- 
olds, for which he paid $80,000, and 
can give any of them 15 pounds and 
beat them easily. 

August Belmont, the New York 
banker, was the heaviest winner on 
the turf this season, his winnings 
amounting to $125,635.33. 

senator Hearst has been the heaviest 
loser, his losses footing up over $100,000. 

“Lucky” Baldwin went east with a 
good — of flyers, and came near 
quitting a loser at.the end of the sea- 
son, while his trainer, Campbell, went 
down in Kentucky, bought the year- 
ling Protection, * bim in the 
great Futurity stakes at Coney Island 
and yon over $90,000 on the animal. 

Theodore Winters, with the single 
horse, El Rio Rey, has won as much 
money as any owner, outside of Mr. 
Belmont. And soit goes. The ques- 
tion is attracting attention among 
horsemen, and the opinion seems to be 
that it is a lottery, with a whole lot of 
luck as the guiding spirit. Senator 
Hearst has engaged W. Hayward, Mr.

THE RESULT OF THE PACIFIC 
RAILROADS INVESTIGATION, 


kation of Pacific Railroads, whieh was 
quite recently in Los Angeles, has re- 
turned home from its trip, and some 
idea of what the results of its investi- 
gations will be may gathered trom in- 
terviews with members, which have 
begun to appear in the eastern papers. 
Actording to a Chicago paper, the 
matter of planning a satisfactory ad- 
justment of the debt due Uncle Sam 
from the Pacific roads is more prob- 
lematfcal than ever. There is, that 
journal asseris, a split in the little 
party which has just returned from its 
long trip. Some of the Senators wish 
to formulate one scheme, while their 
colleagues have entirely different 
views. Two reports will be prepared. 
It will, it is said, be made a party 
issue, and fought out in the Senate. 
Senator Frye, chairman of the com- 
mittee, is reported as being favorably 
impressed with the condition of the 
Union and Central Pacific, and says 
the roads are able to pay the debt in 
full, eventualiy. He thinks it best not 
to have them pay at once. It would 
not be in the interest of the people 
along the line, for they are the ones 
who will have to provide the money. 
Regarding the rumor that the Union 
Pacific would surrender its road to 
liquidate the big debt and then build an- 
other line, Senator Frye says this is 
decidedly untrue. Expensive improve- 
ments are being made everywhere, and 
the new shops at Cheyenne will cost 
$5,000,000. The Central Pacific, he be- 
lieves, can never be very profit- 


able until it can buy its 
coal cheaper. At present it uses 
mostly Australian coal, costing 


$8 a ton, while other roads pay but 83 a 
ton. At no place on its extensive line 
does it touch a coal bed. This may 
account for the asserted willingness of 
the Southern Pacific not to oppose the 
building of the Salt Lake and Los 
Angeles road, so that it may get its 
coal cheaper. 

It is expected that a part of the com- 
mittee will report in favor of funding 
the existing subsidy debt of the Union 
and Central Pacific roads in favor of 
scaling the interest and giving the 
companies 50 years to pay the principal 
in annual installments. 


THE AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM OF 
VOTING. 


The successful operation of the Aus- 
tralian system of voting at the recent 
elections has surprised even its friends. 
It apparently comes nearer than any 
system yet devised to answering the 
main purposes of a general electoral 
reform law—to secure secrecy to the 
ballot, prevent bribery and intimida- 
tion, remove the main pretext for 
political assessments, by having the 
State supply the ballots, and to free 
the people from the domination of pro- 
fessional politicians. The New York 
World, representing a party which is 
not remarkable for its enthusiastic 
support of ballot reform, js constrained 
to refer to the Australian system as 
follows: 


The success of the Australian system of 
voting at the late elections in Massachusetts 
and Montana renders it certain that the re- 
form will spread throughout the Union. In 
testing anew system an ounce of trial is 


the people of this State. We con that, 
although we were strongly in favor of the 
reform, we had imagined that after the first 
trial it would be necessary to urge many of 
our citizens not to judge too hastily of this 
new méthod, on the ground that successive 
trials would accustom our people to what, 
at first sight, might seem an intricate sys- 
tem of balloting. These fears have proved 
to be groundless. There is not ove voter in 
a hundred in this State who, after the ex- 
perience of yesterday, would go back to the 
old order of things. The Australian ballot 
plan is not only destined to be a permanent 
method in Massachusetts, but, after the 
practical unanimous indorsement the peo- 
— of this State have given it, it cannot 
all to be speedily incorporated into the 
82 methods of the other States of the 

It is evident that the Australian sys- 


tem of voting is here to stay, and to 
spread.

PROCTOR'S REPORT. 


What the Uaited States Army 


Costs. 


The Secretary’s on the Preva- 
lence of Desertions. 


Soldiers Should Have a Chance to 
Improve and Rise. 


Promotions by Examination Fa- 
vored--The Court-martial Sys- 
tem--Importance of Pow- 
erful Seaport Defenses.

Wasuincron, Nov. 24.—[By the Asse 
clated Press.] The annual report of the 
Secretary of War shows that the expendt- 
tures and appropriations during the past 
fiscal year were $46,654,121, and the appro- 
priations for the current fiscal year are 
$33,069,290. The difference is due mainly 
to a reduction of the appropriations for pub- 


B& | hic works, including rivets and harbors. 


The estimates for the next fiscal year are 
$44,157,973, of which over $11,000,000 is for 
public works. 

The Secretary concurs in the recommenda- 
tion of the Major-General commanding for 
the reorganization of the artiliery, making 
seven regiments instead of five, and drop- 
ping the additional first lieutenants: also 
in the three battalion-formation for infantry. 

Referring to the retired list, the Secretary 
calls attontlon to the fact that there are now 
48 officers incapacitated who cannot be 
22 upon the limited retired list, which 

sfull. The Secretary recommends that the 
list be extended to 450, or a special act 
be passed authorizing the retirement of 50 
officers. 

THE SUBJECT OF DESERTIONS. 

On the subject of desertions the Secre- 
tary summarizes the department reports 
given heretofore in these dispatches. He 
calls attention to the fact that desertions 
from colored regiments oe the past year 
were only 2 ee cent. as against from 12 to 
27 per cent. in white regiments. Investiga- 
tion does not disclose that ill-treatment pre- 
vails to any appreciable extent. The em- 
ployment of enlisted men in ordinary labor 
cannot wholly removed, but recruits 
should be made fully acquainted with its 
existence. Unnecessary restraint should 
be removed and a soldier’s life in a post 
made pleasant and comfortable. Great care 
should be exercised in recruiting, and it isa 
question whether the locating of recruiting 
offices in or near large cities secures the 
best material. The subject of regimental 
recruiting is now being experimented in 
New York. The pith of the whole question 
is to make the service worth seeking, and 
then enough good men will seek and stay 
init. There is now little incentive for 
ng and intelligent men to make a pro- 
fession of soldiering. The hope of achiev- 
ing a commission is but slight, and the dis- 
ce between the highest grade of non- 
commissioned officer and a commissioned 
officer is far too great in the Secretary’s 
judgment. 

SOME RECOMMENDATIONS.

HELD UP. 


A RAILWAY TRAIN ROBBED IN 
INDIAN TERRITORY. 


Mail Agents and Express Messen- 
gers Intimidated by the Thicves 
—The Amount of Plunder 

Very Heavy.

Kansas City, Nov. 24.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The north-bound passenger 
on the Missouri, Kansas and Texas road 
was held up tonight near Pryor Station, 
L T. 


The express and mall cars were robbed. 
The pgers were not molested. The 
amount secured by the robbers is unknown. 

Tbe train was the daily Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas mail and express. At Pryor 
Creek two armed white men, unmasked, 
forced the engineer and fireman to descend 
from the cab. The station consists of not 
much more than a water-tank and tool- 
house, and there was no one to interfere 
with the robbers’ work. The rubbers pro- 
ceeded to the mail car, where they intimi- 
dated the mail agents and rifled the pouches 
of their valuable contents. 

The robbers next directed their attention 
tothe express. There also the agent was 
intimidated by threats and the safe emptied 
of treasure valued at several thousand dol- 
lars. The value.of the matter stolen from 
the mails is not known. The passengers 
were unmolested. 


POSTAL AFFAIRS. 


How Star Route Contractors Get the 
Best of Uncle Sam. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General Whitefield’s annual report shows 
that the annual rate of expenditure for the 
star route service, on June 30, 1869 was 
$5,228,387; the number of routes was 15,077; 
the aggregate length was 233,331 miles. 
The appropriation of the last fiscal year was 


$5,400,000, and the sum expended was 
$5,177,195.

Competition has be- 
come very close, and awards are frequently 
made at rates so low as to prevent subiet- 
ting ate profit, .

of “the sent contract term, July 1, — 
such bidders have failed in an unpreceden 
number, and the seriousness of the matter 
demands prompt and effectual measures. 
Contractors who have m.de low bids fre- 
quently award the service to sub-contract- 
ors, who undertake it at ruinous rates and 
without efficient equipment, and the result 
in many cases is a correspondingly poor 
service, leading frequently to persistent 
efforts by the sub-contractors to better their 
condition by applications for increase, in- 
frequency of trips, change of route sched- 
ule, etc., almost solely for the benetit of the 
contractoi or sub-contractor and not in the 
interests of the people. Many instances 
have come tothe knowledge of the oflice 
where delinquencies were net re y 
postmasters because of a desire to add no 
more to the already heavy burden of sub- 
contractors.” 

The report recommends the appointment 
ot a commission to carefully consider the 
matter and recommend needed changes. 

The 8 for the steamboat ser- 
— for the current fiscal year is $450,000, 
wifle the amount necessary is $525,000. 
The general tendency, however, is toward a 
decrease of steamboat service, the rapidly- 
increasing railroad facilities having much 
to do with this. 

The annual rate of expenditure for rail- 
road transportation is $19,440,095, and the 
number of routes is 2113, the aggregate 
length being 150,381 miles. The amount 
estimated necessary for the current 
year is $20,000,000, 

First Assistant Nostmaster-General Clark- 
son, in his annual report show that the 
whole number of postoffices June 30, 1889, 
was 58.999, an increase of 1623 over the pre- 
vious year. The number of Presidential 
Offices was 2684, an increase of 196. The 
number of appointments to vacancies caused 
by removals June 30, 1888, was 1244. On 
June 30, 1889, it was 7853. The number of 
money-order offices in operation at the 
close of the fiscal year was 8583, an increase 
of 472. There were 401 free-delivery offices, 
an increase of 48, and up to November 36 
were added. 

The Superintendent of the free delivery ser- 
vice recommends its extension to all pla 
which have a population, according to th 
last State or legal census, of 5000, anda 
youn which produced a gross revenue 

uring the preceding fiscal year of at least 
£8000. This would embrace all important 
postoffices of the secondclass. The ap- 

opriation for this service for the present 
scal year is $8,000,000. and the estimate for 
the next fiscal year is $9,069,485, a large in- 
crease in the number of offices being ex- 
pected after the census of 1890 is completed.

The Fiends Place Hie Mangled Body 
on the Railroad Track, near 
Tropico—Eight of Them Under 
Arrest—They Tell Very “Fishy” 
Stories—At the Morgue. 2 


A peculiarly atrocious murder, at 


yesterday morning, the victim being 
. M. Glass, a well-known young black- 


death at adance at a free-and-easy re- 
sort Known as the Three-mile House, 
near Tropico, on the line of the South- 


do ern Pacific road, about six miles from 


the city. As the south-bound train, 
due in this city ad 7:15 o’clock, rounded 
the curve just before reaching Tropico, 
Engineer Kelly discovered the body of 
aman lying across the track. He at 
once put on the brakes and slackened 
speed, but was unableto stop the train, 
the pilot of the engine striking the 
body and throwiug it trom the track to 
one side, but catching the right hand 


under the wheels, crushing it. 
The train was then stopped. 
and the conductor, engineer and 


fireman went to where the body 
lay, when it was found that the man 
had been murdered, and the corpse 
laid on the track in the hope that it 
would be so mangled by the passing. 
train as to create the impression that 
he came to his death by this means. 
The conductor left a brakeman to look 
after the body, and brought bis train 
on into the city, when the Coroner’s 
office was notified that there was a 
body at Tropico, nothing being said. 
about the cause of death. The dead 
wagon was at once sent out after the 
corpse, which was identified by one of 
the men as that of Charley Glass. An 
examination showed that death had 
been causad by blows on the head, in- 
flicted by some blunt instrument, there 
being several wounds, either one of 
which would have been fatal. The re- 
mains were brought tothe undertaking 
parlors of Orr & Sutch, on Sorin 
street, and the authorities notifi 
that a foul murder had been commit-. 
ted. The news spread rapidly, and in 
a short time a large crowd had gatb- 
ered about the undertakers’, everybody 
apparently being anxious to view the 
remains. At the Sheriff’s office and 
the office of the Chief of Police imme- 
diate steps were taken for ,the 
upprehersion of the guilty parties, 
Sheriff Aguirre detailing Deputies 
Lawson, Darcy, Kearney and Hammill 
to work up the case, and Chief Glass 
putting on Detectives Bosqui, Walling 
and Auble. The officers at once went 
to work, and ina short time arrests 
began to be made. It was learned 
that Glass had hired a two-horse team 
at the Empire stables, on Main street, 
Saturday night between 9 and 10 
o’clock, to go to a dance at Joo 
Hunter’s, near Tropico, and that he 
had been accompanied by four men, 
Franklin Pierce, one of his workmen; 
W. O. Stephens, alias “Shorty,” a

I watched two Mexi- 
cans quarreling, and about that time I 
lost sight of Charley, and have never 
seen him since. asked Pierce for 
goodness sake to get Charley and let’s 
go home, as had to go to 
work at 5 o’clock in the morning. 
Pierce went to hunt Charley, but could 
not find him around the saloon. Mc- 
Mahon, Pierce and a stranger then 
took candles and looked for him all 
around the saloon; out in the grass for 
half a block. I don’t think they crossed 
the street toward the railroad track. 
After half an hour’s hard search they 
gave it up until An McMahon, 

erce and others, strangers, staid till 
daylight. 1 brought Sweeney home; 
he bled quite freely, but was not hurt 
much. Sweeney bled on the carpet and 
cushions. I returned the team. to the 
Empire stables. They said every- 
thing was allright. I went back to 
Budinger’s barn, where I washed and 
went to breakfast, and then to work in 
the barn. I worked till 9 o’clock, from 
5:80 or 6, and then took a nap. I got 
at 11:30 a. m., and heard that 
Charley Glass was dead. That's all I 
know of the matter.“ 

While the police had been busy look- 
ing up the men mixed up in the affair, 
Coroner Meredith and the Sheriff’s 
office had not been idle. Chief Glass 
and the Coroner went out to the scene 
of the tragedy, but nothing definite 
could be learned. In the mean time 
Detective Lawson had been looking 
around, and discovered that Pierce 
roomed at No. 108 South Main street, 


. where his room was investigated, and 


it was found that his bed had not been 


occupied during the night. Search was 


also made for blood-stains in the wash- 
basin, or any other criminating signs, 
but, if any were discovered, the officers 
would not say what they were. A 
close watch was kept for Pierce, and 
between 1 and 2 o’clock he was ar- 
rested by Deputies Darcy, Kearney 
and Lawson as be was leaving the 
house of Glass’s mother on Virginia 
avenue, Boyle Heights, where he had
